Dr. Housam Haddad greets 
everyone at his medical practice 
in Liberty with the same warm 
smile and hearty handshake. 
And while he may still have 
some of the middle eastern ac¬ 
cent he grew up with, he tells 
everyone that he’s happy to be 
an American. 

“I love the south and I’ve 
been here in Casey County for 
18 years and it’s my home and 
my friends are here. I love this 
country and I love Casey Coun¬ 
ty,” Haddad said. 

A native of Syria, Haddad has 
been in the United States and 
practiced medicine for 24 years. 
A brother, also a physician, prac¬ 
tices in Cleveland. 

But these days, Haddad’s 
thoughts frequently turn to the 
welfare of his 73-year-old moth¬ 
er, Zakieh, and his three brothers 
who remain in Syria in the midst 


of a civil war. 

His mother and brothers left 
the war-tom city of Homs three 
years ago when tensions be¬ 
tween government forces and 
rebel fighters escalated to the 
point of war. 

“If they would have stayed 
there, they would have suffered 
and lost their lives most prob¬ 
ably. They were forced to leave, 
no way could they have stayed 
there,” he said. 

Because Haddad and his fam¬ 
ily members are Roman Ortho¬ 
dox Christians, his mother and 
brothers moved to a summer 
home in Christian Valley, in the 
mountains of Syria, where they 
are safe, well away from the 
armed conflict. 

“My mom’s home (in Homs) 
was completely destroyed. They 
taped it and it was on YouTube 
on June 13,” Haddad said, refer¬ 
ring to the radical Islamists who 
leveled his childhood home. 

Haddad becomes passion¬ 


ate when he discusses the war 
between rebel forces who are 
fighting government soldiers 
under Syria’s president, Bashar 
Al-Assad. 

“They’re not fighting for de¬ 
mocracy. They had all the free¬ 
dom they want,” he said, add¬ 
ing the Muslim rebel forces are 
fighting for another reason. 

“They are not freedom fight¬ 
ers. They want to establish 
Islamic Syria, Islamic law, Is¬ 
lamic Sharia. These are people 
who don’t want to live in peace 
and harmony with other people. 
They want to take over and have 
everybody else believe what 
they believe,” Haddad said. 

While he said he doesn’t agree 
with everything done by the As¬ 
sad administration, for him, it’s 
a better choice than turning the 
country over to Islamic hardlin¬ 
ers. 

“It’s not the Assad regime that

Fire destroys 
mobile home, 
key evidence 
in future trial

A mobile home fire that left a family of 
10 without a place to live may also have 
destroyed evidence in an upcoming trial. 

Firefighters from Evona, Dunnville, and 
Clementsville fire departments responded 
to the fire at 2450 Sloan Fork Road on 
Sept. 10 about 1 p.m., said Evona Fire 
Chief Louis Shirk. 

“When we got there, the trailer was 
fully engulfed,” Shirk said, adding that 
firefighters were on the scene about three 
hours. 

Michelle Johnson (formerly Reusser) 
and a number of family members were in 
a barn not far from the trailer when the fire 
broke out, Shirk said. No one was injured 
in the fire. 

Shirk, who said the trailer and contents 
were a complete loss, also said as a mat¬ 
ter of routine, a request has been made 
for a state arson inspector to examine the

Police recover 
motorcycle 
used in robbery

A motorcycle that was used in a recent rob- 
beiy in Casey County was found abandoned 
near the scene of the crime. 

Casey County Deputy Sheriff Chad Weddle 
said that a motorist discovered the gray, 2012 
Honda motorcycle on Sunday afternoon down 
in a holler near the junction of Red Bud and 
Jones Road, about a mile from where the rob¬ 
bery happened on Fishing Creek Road on Sept. 
9. 

“The motorcycle was stolen out of Pulaski 
County. The sheriff’s department there sent us 
some photos of two suspects and the victim has 
identified them as the robbers,” Weddle said, 
adding that arrest warrants have been issued for 
the two suspects who are Pulaski County resi¬ 
dents. Weddle declined to name the pair. 

Jerry Jones discovered the two thieves in his 
home when he returned from milking his cows 
on Sept. 9. 

When he confronted the man and woman, 
both of whom were described as being in their 
mid-30s and thin, the man pushed Jones down 
and then they fled from the home with an un¬ 
known amount of jewelry. 

Jones gave pursuit but was stopped when the 
rear end in his truck went out.

would help at the cem¬ 
etery.

16 people die on Ky. roadways Sept. 9-15 


Preliminary statistics 
indicate that 16 people 
died as the result of inju¬ 
ries sustained in 14 motor 
vehicle-related crashes on 
Kentucky’s roadways from 
Monday, Sept. 9 through 
Sunday, Sept. 15. 

One double-fatality, mo¬ 
tor vehicle crash occurred 
in Allen County. 

One single-fatality, mo¬ 
tor vehicle crash occurred 
in each of the following 
counties: Bell, Boone, 

Carter, Fayette, Graves, 
Johnson, Russell, Shelby 
and Warren. The victims in 
Carter, Fayette and Johnson 
counties were not wearing 
seat belts. 

One single fatality, mo¬ 


torcycle crash occurred in 
Mason County. The victim 
was not wearing a helmet 
and the suspected use of al¬ 
cohol was involved. 

One single fatality, ATV 
crash occurred in Owen 
County. The victim was not 
wearing a helmet. 

Two pedestrians were 
killed in Shelby County. 

One person was killed 
when they jumped from a 
moving vehicle in Harlan 
County. 

Through Sept. 15, pre¬ 
liminary statistics indicate 
that 446 people have lost 
their lives on Kentucky 
roadways during 2013. This 
is 78 less than reported for 
this time period in 2012. 


Of the 343 motor vehicle 
fatalities, 170 victims were 
not wearing seat belts. 
Forty of the 61 motorcycle 
fatalities were not wearing 
helmets. The seven ATV 
fatalities were not wearing 
helmets. 

One bicycle rider has 
been killed. Thirty-four pe¬ 
destrians have been killed. 

One fatality involving an 
animal drawn vehicle has 
been reported. One person 
died when they jumped 
from a moving vehicle. 

A total of 95 fatalities 
have resulted from crashes 
involving the suspected use 
of alcohol. 

As of Sept. 15, Kentucky 
has had 65 days with zero 


highway fatalities reported 
during 2013. 

Citizens can contribute to 
highway safety by report¬ 
ing erratic drivers to the 
Kentucky State Police toll- 
free at 1-800-222-5555. 

Callers will remain anon¬ 
ymous and should give a 
description of the vehicle, 
location, direction of travel 
and license number if pos¬ 
sible. 

These statistics are still 
preliminary as KSP waits 
for all local law enforce¬ 
ment agencies through¬ 
out the state to report any 
crashes and fatalities that 
may have occurred in their 
areas.

Garrard Co. magistrate faces 
drug charge in Jessamine 


Ky. hemp panel asks Ag 
Dept, to draft licensing rules 


The Jessamine Journal reported that a 
Garrard County magistrate faces a drug- 
trafficking charge in Jessamine County. 

Magistrate Ronnie Lane, 73, was ar¬ 
rested Sept. 12 in Garrard County by 
detectives assigned to the Kentucky 
State Police Dmg Enforcement Special 
Investigations Branch, said Trooper Paul 
Blanton with the KSP. 

Lane was indicted earlier by a Jessa¬ 
mine County grand jury, and a Jessamine 
County warrant was received by detec¬ 
tives Sept. 11, Blanton said. 

Lane was transported to the Jessamine 
County Detention Center, where he is be¬ 
ing held in lieu of a $10,000 cash bond, 
according to jail records.

The Murray Ledger & Times reported 
it was different from last year’s competi¬ 
tion.

Stephanie Butler, Murray CVB direc¬ 
tor of marketing, said the next step in 
the contest involves the coordination 
of a three-minute video tour of Murray 
combined with a 100-600 word essay 
describing why the award should be pre¬ 
sented to the town. Butler said both the 
video and the essay are to be submitted 
to a panel of Best of the Road judges no 
later than Sept. 27. 

The panelists will be grading the pre¬ 
sentation on four criteria — the persua¬ 
siveness of the project, the originality 
and creativity, the volume of online ac¬ 
tivity and the persuasiveness of online 
activity.

The Lexington Herald-Leader report¬ 
ed that the Kentucky Industrial Hemp 
Commission voted Sept. 12, to ask the 
state Department of Agriculture to begin 
drafting regulations to license farmers, 
with an eye to planting hemp in April. 

The commission is moving forward on 
licensing in the wake of a memo from the 
U.S. Justice Department, issued at the 
end of August, indicating that the federal 
Drug Enforcement Administration will 
not act against states that have passed 
laws allowing marijuana use, as long as 
it is well regulated. 

No one on the hemp commission ob¬ 
jected to efforts to move forward on 
hemp licensing, but a Kentucky State Po¬ 
lice representative said afterward that he 
didn’t vote because the state police are 
waiting for clarification from state Attor¬ 
ney General Jack Conway’s office on the 
issue. State police Maj. Anthony Terry 
said the state police’s position is that 
“the memo changes nothing” because it 
doesn’t alter the law. 

The Justice Department memo did 
not mention hemp, but Agriculture De¬ 
partment attorney Luke Morgan said his 
reading of the language is that hemp, be¬ 
cause of the low levels of the drug THC, 
is legal as long as states have a strong 
regulatory framework. 

Morgan, a former federal prosecu¬ 
tor, recommended that the commission 
communicate its intentions to the Justice 
Department to allow federal authorities 
ample time to comment. 

At the behest of the commission, Agri¬ 
culture Commissioner James Comer and 
U.S. Sen. Rand Paul, R-Bowling Green, 
will send a letter notifying the Justice 
Department of the state’s plans to grow 
hemp and ask them formally to weigh in 
with objections. 

Comer’s chief of staff, Holly Von- 
Luehrte, said that at a Senate Judiciary 
Committee hearing in Washington on 
the change in federal marijuana policy, 
a Justice Department official indicated 
that farmers would not be prosecuted for 
growing hemp. That would align with 
Kentucky law, under which industrial 
hemp is legal and distinct from marijua¬ 
na, VonLuehrte said. 

Comer said that Kentucky poultry pro¬ 
ducers and the horse industry have ex¬ 
pressed interest in hemp as a source of 
bedding. A Kentucky lumber company 
that makes pelletized wood for stoves is 
interested in incorporating hemp. 

The crop, he said, “will be a tool in the 
toolbox. It’s not going to be the salvation 
or replace tobacco.” j

We had a little excitement 
on Middleburg Street when 
one man, George McCowan, 
of Danville, got up to warm up 
his van.

Once we woke up to see the 
flash of blue lights and the city 
police had a car stopped right 
under the traffic light on the 
square.

The preacher did receive some 
flack from one or two of the 
flea market dealers, mostly 
about the small size of the 
spaces allowed. Don’t let it 
get you down, preacher! The 
trouble was that nothing what¬ 
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soever was said about the flea 
market in the special section 
that the Apple Festival Com¬ 
mittee sent out concerning the 
space size or location. Many 
people found it out on the day 
of the festival. 

Some of us assumed that 
the spaces would be the same 
as last year when one got a 
complete parking space. The 
problem was that the flea mar¬ 
ket has grown so large that 
something had to be done. 


Maybe next year the thing 
could be split up into two 
sections at different locations 
such as Lebanon does at their 
Ham Days. 

Anyone observing Middle¬ 
burg Street from 10 a.m to 3 
p.m either on Friday or Satur¬ 
day could see that the flea mar¬ 
ket draws a large part of the 
crowd that attends the Apple 
Festival. Mayor Wolford was 
thinking about keeping the 
street open to traffic at least on 
Friday, but by 9:30 the crowd 
was so large that the street had 
to be blocked off anyway. 

We saw a lot of folks we 
hadn’t seen for a while. The 
wife gave out her special rec¬ 
ipe for fighting arthritis, which 
is none other than WD-40. She 
says it works. 

The hot dogs were good. 
The cold drinks and coffee 
were never more welcome. 
One stand sold the best chili 
we have eaten in a while. The 
music was loud as usual but 


most people loved it. I don’t 
know what happened to my 
rifle I just knew I’d win, be¬ 
cause I had the lucky ticket. 

Johnnie Beard Jr. and Boyd 
Randolph were out shaking 
hands and passing out cards, 
seeking votes for their PVA 
race. 

The carnival was something 
new at this festival but we also 
missed the log splitters. And 
when everything was over, 
there must have been a truck 
load of paper cups, paper nap¬ 
kins, and paper plates on the 
street to clean up. 

It was a dandy festival. And 
we’re already looking forward 
to next year.

With his beaming smile 
and loving personality, 
Jarrett Henson has a way 
of collecting hearts. And 
now, he’s collecting mon¬ 
ey by asking others to join 
his team to raise funds to 
help families affected by 
Down syndrome. 

A first grader at Walnut 
Hill Elementary, Jarrett, 7, 
the son of Brian Henson 
of Liberty, was born with 
Down syndrome, a genetic 
condition characterized 
by low muscle tone, small 
stature, an upward slant to 
the eyes, and a single deep 
crease across the center of 
the palm, according to the 
National Down Syndrome 
Society. 

Shelby Henson, Jarrett’s 
sister, organized Jarrett’s 


Red Sox, a team of his 
supporters who will partic¬ 
ipate in a one mile walk at 
11 a.m. on Nov. 2 at Heri¬ 
tage Hall in Lexington. 

Proceeds from the 
walk benefit the Down 
Syndrome Association 
of Central Kentucky, a 
non-profit volunteer asso¬ 
ciation which uses funds 
from events such as this to 
aid families with Down’s 
members. 

Currently, more than 75 
people have paid $15 to 
be a member of Jarrett’s 
Red Sox, including about 
50 percent of the teachers 
at WHE and the football 
coaches at Casey County 
High School, Shelby said. 

“If you don’t make it to 
the walk, you can still be 
a part of our team. And all 
the money we collect goes 
to DSACKS,” she said, 


adding the $15 gets the 
donor a T-shirt. 

A sophomore at the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky major¬ 
ing in special education, 
Shelby said that Jarrett is 
the reason she chose this 
particular course of study. 

“I always wanted to be 
a teacher, but being around 
Jarrett changed everything. 
He’s my whole world and 
I love him more than any¬ 
thing,” she said. 

Loving Jarrett is also 
something others find is 
easy to do, including his 
classmates and the educa¬ 
tors at Walnut Hill. 

“I was his teacher last 
year in kindergarten. He’s 
the sweetest little thing. 
Other students always 
want to help him and 
he was just loved,” said 
Stephanie Lloyd.

FY 2014 budget for Casey schools is Very conservative'

The Casey County 
Board of Education is be¬ 
ing forced to tighten their 
financial belts yet another 
notch, as federal and state 
funds continue to be cut for 
education. 

Deena Randolph, man¬ 
ager of district-wide ser¬ 
vices, submitted the dis¬ 
trict’s working budget to 
the Board of Education on 
Sept. 10 where it was unan¬ 
imously approved. 

Randolph presented a to¬ 
tal budget of $27.4 million, 
with $20.8 million of that 
in the General Lund. 


The remaining $6.6 mil¬ 
lion are restricted funds 
such as the food service 
fund, debt service fund, 
and special revenue grants, 
among others. 

With revenues down, 
that means that no staff 
will receive a pay raise ex¬ 
cept for step increases and 
rank changes. 

Step raises, which are 
raises based upon experi¬ 
ence or length of service, 
will cost approximately 
$57,000 for certified staff, 
the new budget shows. 

The general fund operat¬ 
ing budget has been pro¬ 
jected at $20.8 million with 
a general fund carry-over 


balance of $3.7 million. 

The general fund con¬ 
tingency of $545,425 has 
been budgeted, which is 
2.05 percent. Only a 2 per¬ 
cent contingency is man¬ 
dated by the state, Ran¬ 
dolph said. 

Randolph said that the 
new budget does not reflect 
a revised SEEK calcula¬ 
tion. Using the one from 
June, Randolph updated it 
for changes in the tax as¬ 
sessment and arrived at 
$10,072,336. 

SEEK funds are provid¬ 
ed by the state based on a 
school’s average daily at¬ 
tendance. 

Another area of funding 


that the state will not pick 
up is for textbooks, which 
Randolph said must be 
covered from the district’s 
budget. 

The budget shows 
$41,000 for textbooks for 
the five schools and the vo¬ 
cational school, Randolph 
said. 

The budget includes pro¬ 
jected expenditures for the 
district’s needs, as well as 
costs for operation, includ¬ 
ing fuel. 

Salaries and fringe ben¬ 
efits, at $11.5 million, ac¬ 
count for 67 percent of the 
$20.8 general fund budget. 

Funds were put in the 
budget for three new bus¬ 


es at an estimated cost of 
$274,000. Diesel fuel was 
budgeted at $400,000 or 
$4 a gallon. Randolph said 
that she’s built a little cush¬ 
ion into the budget but may 
not be as much of a cushion 
as in years’ past. 

Technology funding for 
FY14 stands at $150,000, 
which includes the state 
mandating that the district 
pay the costs of the Ken¬ 
tucky Virtual Library, an 
online library. 

In addition, the board is 
allocating $22,000 for the 
School Resource Officer at 
CCHS. 


Additional items 

Several large expendi¬ 
tures have been budgeted 
for FY14: 

■ $200,000 each for 
CCHS and CCMS for capi¬ 
tal improvement needs. 

■ $190,000 for occupa¬ 
tional and physical therapy 
contracts. 

■ $ 119,000 for a new lift 
at the bus garage. 

■ $100,000 for awnings 
at Jones Park and Walnut 
Hill Elementary Schools. 

■ $100,000 estimated 
sick leave payouts. 

■ $41,500 for board paid 
field trips at CCHS. 


Hospital gets grant for ultrasound machine

Local doctors will soon 
have an additional diag¬ 
nostic tool in their arsenal 
in the fight against dis¬ 
eases such as breast cancer 
and heart disease, among 
others. 

Casey County Hospital 
CEO Rusty Tungate an¬ 
nounced on Sept. 10 at the 
Casey County Hospital 
Board meeting that CCH 
was recently approved by 
the Appalachian Regional 
Commission for a new ul¬ 
trasound machine, which 
manufacturer General 
Electric states is able to 
provide much better digi¬ 
tal pictures enabling doc¬ 
tors to detect earlier signs 
of cancer in patients. 

Based on an 80/20 
matching funds grant, ARC 
will provide $129,279 
while the hospital will pay 
$32,320 as its portion, for 


a total of $161,599. 

The grant application 
states that CCH currently 
performs 500 ultrasounds 
per year and — with the 
new machine in place — 
anticipates an almost 75 
percent increase in ultra¬ 
sound procedures. 

Other benefits of the 
new machine include shar¬ 
ing the ultrasound images 
electronically with a radi¬ 
ologist CCH shares with 
Jane Todd Crawford Hos¬ 
pital in Greensburg. 

Additionally, the grant 
states that CCH plans to 
hire a second full time 
technician once the ma¬ 
chine is installed and op¬ 
erational. 

In other business, the 
board: 

■ Heard a proposal 
from John Kirk, employee 
benefits counsel with USI 
insurance in Cincinnati, 


which will act as a con¬ 
sultant to CCH for pur¬ 
chasing a health plan for 
its employees. Currently, 
CCH uses Reed Brothers 
Insurance Agency in Co¬ 
lumbia. 

The USI proposal states 
the company would ana¬ 
lyze CCH’s current pro¬ 
gram and identify cost 
savings opportunities, de¬ 
velop a three-to-five year 
strategic plan, monitor 
programs, and continue 
proactive account man¬ 
agement, among other ser¬ 
vices. 

But the greatest service 
USI offers, Tungate said, 
is assisting the hospital in 
understanding and com¬ 
plying with the regulations 
being implemented by the 
Affordable Care Act, bet¬ 
ter known as Obamacare. 

The proposal states that 
USI compliance support 
with Obamacare involves 
access to an on-staff at¬ 


torney, federal and state 
legislative and regulatory 
guidance, and an annual 
compliance audit and re¬ 
view, among other assis¬ 
tance. 

■ Heard Tungate say 
that the hospital and Casey 
County Primary Care 
charged off $28,699.37 
and $2,064 in delinquent 
accounts, respectively. 

■ Heard Donna Carman, 
director of marketing, re¬ 
port that there were 1,729 
blood draws at the 2013 
Health Fair, of which 504 
also did the PSA screen¬ 
ing. 

CCH will also be con¬ 
ducting a blood draw on 
Sept. 26 for the Casey 
County school system em¬ 
ployees, which will be add¬ 
ed to this year’s totals. The 
hospital auxiliary silent 
auction raised $2,811.50, 
about $675 more than in 
2012.

The Casey County 
Clerk’s Office will soon 
open a satellite branch in 
Dunnville, thanks to ac¬ 
tion taken in Monday’s 
Casey County Fiscal 
Court meeting. 

Magistrates agreed to a 
lease with Tarter Farm and 
Ranch, owners of the for¬ 
mer Casey County Bank 
building on U.S. 127. 

Casey Judge-Executive 
Ronald Wright said that 
the lease called for the 
first six months’ rent to 
be $300 per month with 
the option of renewing 
the lease for an additional 
six months at $450 per 
month. 

Casey County Clerk 
Casey Davis said that 
the office is scheduled to 
open on Oct. 1. 

Wright said that he and 
Davis will evaluate the 
effectiveness of the satel¬ 
lite office at the end of six 
months and bring a report 
to fiscal court. 

In other business, the 
magistrates: 

■ Declared three 2009 
dump trucks to be sur¬ 
plus property which will 
be advertised and sold by 
sealed bid. 

■ Voted to advertise for 
bids on three new, 2014 
tri-axle dump trucks.

we support. We support sta¬ 
bility in the country.

Haddad said, 
referring to foreign soldiers 
fighting against the Assad 
forces.

sideration,” said Lebanon 
attorney Philip George, 
who’s representing Jason. 

Casey County Circuit 
Court Judge Judy Vance 
ruled on July 8 that George 
could videotape and take 
photographs of the interior 
of the trailer.

But 
for now, everybody’s OK,” 
he said.

Price pleads not guilty to drug charges

A suspended middle school 
science teacher cited recently 
on two drug charges was in 
court Tuesday morning. 

Appearing in Casey County 
District Court with Lebanon 
attorney Elmer George, John 
Price, 38, of Sharps Hollow 
Rd., Liberty, pleaded not guilty 
to charges that he cultivated a 
single marijuana plant along 
with possessing dmg para¬ 
phernalia in his home. 

According to court docu¬ 
ments, Liberty Police Chief 
Steven Garrett, along with 
Deputy Chad Weddle, entered 


Price’s home at 101 Brookview 
Drive on Aug. 27. 

Garrett said that Price admit¬ 
ted to growing the 6 foot tall 
plant in the edge of the woods 
at the house. 

In addition, officers found 
several pipes, pipe cleaners, 
and rolling papers, the citation 
stated. 

However, George disputes 
these claims and has filed a 
motion for a suppression hear¬ 
ing on Oct. 1. 

“I am filing a motion to sup¬ 
press the search and seizure 
that occurred on Aug. 27. It’s 
violative of the 4th amendment 
of the United States Constitu¬ 


tion,” George said, referring to 
an illegal search. 

Further, George said that 
Price didn’t reside in the home 
but went there to maintain the 
landscaping. 

“This young man is totally 
innocent of the charges against 
him. That plant is not his. And 
from what people have told 
me, it appears that this is a set¬ 
up,” George said. 

Price was hired as a sci¬ 
ence teacher at Casey County 
Middle School in July. Casey 
School Superintendent Mari¬ 
on Sowders suspended Price 
pending the outcome of an ad¬ 
ministrative investigation.

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When Virginia Dick started volunteering for the American Cancer Society 
some 20 years ago, she had no idea that one day she would have to battle cancer 
herself. But she did. 

In January 2013, Virginia had surgery for stage one breast cancer. Soon after, 
she began radiation therapy at Lake Cumberland Cancer Treatment Center 
(CTC). 

You can't fight the battle against cancer alone and Virginia credits the CTC 
team as being among the “angels” placed by her side to help fight her battle.

“Once I felt 
so bad when I came for a treatment, all I could do was cry when they asked me 
how I was. When I looked in their eyes, I saw such sadness. I am so thankful that 
seeing the pain and suffering of so many cancer patients had not hardened 
them. It had given them even more compassion and love.'' 

At the end of a battle, declaring VICTORY is important and Virginia's victory 
came after 30 radiation treatments. Her “angels” looked on proudly as she 
celebrated by ringing the “Victory Bell” loud and clear. After seeing them every 
day for three months, Virginia knew she would miss “those awesome people 
who took such great care” of her when she was a breast cancer patient. 

Today, breast cancer survivor Virginia Dick thankfully declares, 

“They made sure I won the fight.'”

“They made sure I won the fight!” 
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Man pleads guilty to gun charge

A Liberty man, appearing 
before Judge Judy Vance in 
Casey County Circuit Court 
on Sept. 9, will likely spend 
three years in prison for 
threatening another man with 
a gun. 

Commonwealth Attorney 
Gail Williams is recommend¬ 
ing that David L. Bryant, 58, 
of 938 Martin Road, spend 
three years in prison on a 
charge of wanton endanger- 
ment for pulling a gun on 
Thurman Bagby on June 15, 
2012. 

In addition to originally be¬ 
ing charged with wanton en- 


dangerment, Bryant was also 
charged with two counts of 
menacing, leaving the scene 
of an accident, and felon in 
possession of a handgun, 
charges which Williams is 
recommending be dismissed. 

In other actions: 

■ Donald Ray Sanders 
pleaded guilty to two counts 
of possession of a controlled 
substance and dmg parapher¬ 
nalia and unlawful possession 
of a meth precursor. Final 
sentencing is scheduled for 
Oct. 21. 

■ Ivy M. Kidd pleaded 
guilty to two counts of un¬ 
lawful distribution of a meth 
precursor, three counts of 


endangering the welfare of a 
minor, and possession of dmg 
paraphernalia. Final sentenc¬ 
ing is set for Oct. 21. 

■ Bethany Daniels Lynn 
pleaded guilty to manufac¬ 
turing meth and controlled 
substance endangerment to 
a child, with final sentencing 
set for Oct. 21. 

■ Roseanne Lee pleaded 
guilty to manufacturing meth 
and controlled substance en¬ 
dangerment to a child, with 
final sentencing scheduled for 
Oct. 21. 

■ Pamela Marie Wesley 
had her probation revoked for 
using crack cocaine, meth, 
and also associating with a 
convicted felon on July 22. 

■ Brian Kenneth Lynn 


had his probation revoked for 
felony offense, remanded to 
serve remainder of sentence. 
On April 2 he absconded 
probation supervision, failed 
to make restitution, failed to 
report to probation officer, 
failed to report a change in 
home address to his probation 
officer, and he used a con¬ 
trolled substance. 

■ Christie L. Taylor plead¬ 
ed guilty to trafficking in a 
controlled substance, dmg 
unspecified, with final sen¬ 
tencing set for Oct. 21. 

■ Betty Jo Meeks was sen¬ 
tenced to one year in jail, pro¬ 
bated for five years, for third 
offense DUI and second of¬ 
fense in five years driving on 
a DUI suspended license.

Solution for 911 routing in Hustonville still on hold

An answer for 911 call¬ 
routing problems in the Hus¬ 
tonville area is still on hold 
while Casey County officials 
make sure the fix won’t ac¬ 
tually cause more problems 
than it solves. 

About 1,300 phone cus¬ 
tomers on the 346 exchange 
in southwest Lincoln County 
will continue to be routed in¬ 
correctly to Casey County’s 
911 dispatch until something 
is done. 

Officials say the delays 
caused when Casey dispatch¬ 
ers have to determine whether 
a caller needs to be redirected 
to another dispatch center are 
potentially deadly. 

But Casey County Judge- 
Executive Ronald Wright 


said a solution proposed by 
Bluegrass 911 Director Russ 
Clark could potentially gener¬ 
ate similar routing problems 
along Casey’s borders with 
Pulaski and Russell counties. 

The Lincoln County phone 
lines are currently routed 
to Casey County by Wind- 
stream Communi-cations, 
which owns the trunklines in 
the area. Windstream wants 
to charge Bluegrass 911, 
which provides dispatch ser¬ 
vices for Lincoln and Garrard 
counties, close to $8,000 per 
year to correct the error. 

Clark and others on Blue¬ 
grass 911 ’s board have char¬ 
acterized that charge as high¬ 
way robbery. Windstream 
currently charges Casey 
County less than $900 a year 
to route the 911 calls to Casey 


dispatch. 

Clark’s solution is to avoid 
Windstream charges entirely 
and have Casey County join 
the Lexington-based Central 
Kentucky Phone Network — 
the same digital 911 network 
that Bluegrass 911 uses. If 
Casey was on CKPN too, the 
calls could be filtered through 
the phone network and sent to 
the appropriate dispatch cen¬ 
ter every time. 

But Wright said the prob¬ 
lems in Hustonville were cre¬ 
ated in the first place when 
Bluegrass 911 joined CKPN. 
Prior to that, calls were routed 
appropriately in the area, he 
said. 

Wright said Casey officials 
have identified communities 
along their county’s borders 
that share exchanges with 


residents in Pulaski and Rus¬ 
sell counties. 

If Casey joins CKPN, it’s 
possible the same exact thing 
could happen in those com¬ 
munities, Wright said. 

“We don’t want to solve 
one problem and create three 
more,” he said. “At this time, 
I don’t have anything con¬ 
crete as to whether we will 
join or not join (CKPN).” 

Wright said there will be 
a meeting of Casey officials 
this week to look at data and 
discuss the options. He was 
unable to offer an estimate of 
when Casey County might 
be able to determine whether 
joining CKPN would cause 
additional problems. 

Clark was on vacation and 
unavailable for comment for 
this report.

Cross country runners drop times

The temperature was not 
the only thing to drop this 
past Saturday when the Casey 
County cross country team 
competed at the E.G. Plum¬ 
mer Invitational in Danville. 
Numerous runners saw a ma¬ 
jor drop in their times for the 
first time this season. 

With the seventh grade 
runners competing in the 
middle school 3K rather than 
the varsity 5K, along with 
several varsity boys not be¬ 
ing able to finish on Saturday, 
Casey’s high school teams 
did not compete for an overall 
place, but those who did mn 
performed seasonal bests. 

Boys 

It was not a lifetime per¬ 
sonal best, but junior Blake 
Durham broke the 19-minute 
mark for the first time this 
season and was less than 15 
seconds off his personal re¬ 
cord he set at last season’s 
state meet. 

“I think he was really hap¬ 
py with it,” said Coach Jon 
Vaughn. “There were some 
big schools but he still fin¬ 
ished eighth.” 

Durham ran 18:46, more 
than a minute faster than last 
week at Lincoln County. His 
best time as a Rebel is 18:33. 

Pushing each other to new 
limits were eighth grader 
Noah Brown and freshman 
Jonathan Gillock who took 
18th and 19th overall, finish¬ 
ing within two seconds of 
each other. Both broke the 
20-minute mark for the first 
time. 

Brown ran a personal best 
of 19:32, almost two min¬ 
utes faster than his time at the 
Chick-fil-A Classic on Sept. 


4. 

Vaughn said running a sub- 
20 5K was Brown’s season 
goal, one that he’s accom¬ 
plished veiy early. 

“He deserves everything 
he gets. I’m really proud of 
him,” Vaughn said. 

Gillock, who also achieved 
a personal best, closed the gap 
between he and Brown in the 
final stretch of the race to mn 
19:34. 

The impressive times from 
Durham, Brown and Gillock 
put Casey in position for a 
potential third or fourth place 
finish among the teams; how¬ 
ever, Chase Williams, Drew 
Lee and Derek Braymer were 
unable to finish the race. 

“Williams passed out 
on the back loop and they 
brought him in,” Vaughn said. 
“He’d had that chest pull and 
when he went by me he was 
kind of pointing to his upper 
chest. Lee came up on him 
and helped him.” 

Williams, previously the 
team’s number two runner, 
was on track for a top 20 fin¬ 
ish with his teammates prior 
to the injury. 

“There are a couple of posi¬ 
tive ways to look at it. I had a 
runner mn so hard that instead 
of quitting he dropped himself 
to die ground,” Vaughn said. 
“Chase has gotten serious 
here in the last few weeks and 
he’s got a lot of talent.” 

Vaughn is waiting on an 
official doctor’s report but 
said that Williams was feeling 
normal by the end of the day. 
He said he feels Williams will 
likely be able to compete this 
week. 

Girls 

The Lady Rebels are typi¬ 
cally led by junior Kelsey Ar¬ 
thur and seventh grader Jenna 
Vaughn, but it was junior Ti¬ 


ara Cochran who stepped up 
on Saturday for a personal 
best. 

Cochran dropped her time 
by two minutes and broke 
into the 25-minute range for 
the first time. The first-year 
runner’s time of25:35 earned 
her 16th place overall. 

“That is exactly what I 
asked her to do, which is 
good. I think she felt really 
good,” Vaughn said about the 
25-minute time. 

Also picking up a personal 
best in her very first official 
5K race was Caitlin Pollick 
who ran 28:55. Vaughn was 
extremely happy for the brand 
new runner and athlete. 

Arthur was unable to attend 
Saturday’s meet and Jenna 
Vaughn ran the middle school 
3K race, where she earned 
third place with a time of 
12:32.
